!• We are in receipt of two CALLIKAK intercepts of telephone conversations 
between the Czech Military Mission in West Berlin and the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs in Prague, indicating that the Counsellor of the Czech Embassy in East 
Berlin, 

Rudolf * REZEK 

(bom circa 1919> POB unknovm^, 
may have departed East Berlin for a PCS assignment to Prague* 

2* 0 n£ June I961, one REZEK telephoned the CMM from Prague to obtain a 

report on a West Berlin student demonstration protesting the arrest eind trial in 
Prague of the student group leader^ Dieter KONIECKI for espionage* On 29 June, 
one REZEK phoned the CMM from Prague a second time concerning the purchase of 
certain medicaments for Otto KLICKA (EOBA-69818, 24 August 196I, not to MLB)* Our 
most recent trace indicating Rudolf REZEK^s presence in East Berlin is the GDR 
protocol list dated January 1961* 

3* We hesitated to report this information at an earlier date (although it Jfeias 
bearing on Fall MONOGRAM) in the hope of receiving positive evidence of REZEK *s 
transfer* BOB files indicate that REZEK last actively figured in Pall MONOGRAM on 
6 August i960, when a scheduled meeting between Alias GRAMM and Jaroslav AMTOS 
failed to materialize* At that time, REZEK met Alias GRAMM in ANTOS* stead* If 
REZEK has. Indeed, transferred to Prague then Alias GRAMM has either lost his 
emergency contact or other contact arrangements have been made of which Alias GRAMM 
may or may not have been advised* We note that Allas GRAMM *s regular meeting 
arrangements were changed at his meeting with the Czechs in East Berlin on 19 August 
1961. New emergency contact arrangements were also possibly made at this time* 

4* MLB; We have no objections to your advising UPHILL of REZEK*s possible 
transfer, providing, of course, that you do not reveal the groxinds for our supposi- 
tion* Any information which UPHILL might furnish to clarify this would be appreci- 
ated. 
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
